PBOCBABIME. 


The following is clipped from the 


Cincinnati Gazette, and is an exhaustive 
article on the subject. It is also in strict 
accordance with the (sets, and shows 
the Democratic and rebel animus in 
plain terms. It should be read and re- 
read by those who feel even the slight- 
est interest in National honor and Na- 
tional life. 
Nullification of the laws 


means overthrow of the government. 
The following article should be most 
carefully read: 


The general object of the war amend- 


ments, beyond the completion of the 
emancipation, was to protect the citizens 
of the United States from the resent- 
ments of subdued rebels. 
The cessa- 


tion of war restored to the rebels nil the 
political powers of citizens, and the 
conditions were such that this placed 
them in possession of the government of 
States which had made desperate war to 
overthrow the national government. In 
these circumstances, such provisions aa 
these amendments made to secure to 
citizens of the United States equal pro- 
tection of law with those who hud been 
in rebellion, and protection against rebel 
resentment, vaa a very mild require- 
ment, and it distinguished the magna- 
nimity of the national government. 


At the time when these amendments 


were adopted, the Democratic party de- 
clivecl its inveterate hostility to them, 
und its resolve to nullify them. When 
an eminent Democrat of this city, in a 
public address, declared that "war leg- 
islates," and that "the amendments are 
made and will stand," he W..B so far in 
advance of his party that the declara- 
tion was notable. 
Subsequently the 


party began to disclaim its design to 
nullify the amendments, und at length 
to declare its allegiance to the Constitu- 
tion including the amendments. At the 
last national convention this declara- 
tion was put into the platform. This 
was the shape which it adopted when 
asking the people to intrust it with the 
government of the nation. 


Bnt the acts of the party in its con- 


trol of Congress proves that this declar- 
ation was made only to delude the peo- 
ple, and that it still holds the resolve to 
nullify these amendments by means of 
the legislative power now, aud by judi- 
cial decisions when it shall have gained 
a majority on the Supreme Court bench. 
And the acts and declarations of the 
Democrats in Congress show their pur- 
pose not only to defeat such piotection 
of citizens as is guaranteed by the 
amendments, but to set up a State su- 
premacy which shall nullify the powers 
conferred by the original Constitution 
in the matter of protecting voters in 
United States elections. At first their 
resistance to bills of appropriation to 
support the army und the administra- 
tion of justice, except with unconstitu- 
tional restrictions nullifying the consti- 
tutional powers of the United States, 
took on the pretense of denying the 
constitutionality of the election laws. 


They encourage violent resistance to 


these laws upou this pretext. But since 
they have been brought to a judicial de- 
cision and their constitutionality sus- 
tained, prominent Democrats in Con- 
gress have declared their contempt i\>r 
the Supreme Court, and in substance 
that the decision oi a Bepublican court 
hud no binding effect upon a Democratic 
Congress. Mr. S.uauel S. Cox of New 
York, and Mr. MeMahon of Ohio, have 
plainly declared the rule that u Demo- 
cratic Congress can respect the decisions 
only of a Democratic court. The dis- 
senting opinions of the Democratic Jus- 
tices, Field and Clifford, in the several 
ciises recently decided by the court, in 
which was involved the power of the 
United States to protect citizens alike 
under the laws authorized by the amend- 
ments and by the original Constitution, 
give the keynote of this Democratic op- 
position, and show that Democratic re- 
action and resistance in prepared to go 
the whole length of the bench. 


In Justice Field the country has the 


Rhumeful spectacle of a Judge on the 
bench, a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination to the Pre&idency, giving 
opinions on questions of the Oustitu- 
tiou, affirming those doctrines of Slate 
supremacy which were the logic of re- 
bellion, and seeking to pave his way to 
the Presidency by nullifying tho con- 
stitutional powers of the national gov- 
ernment. This partisan Judge is now 
furnishing political doctrine for the 
Democratic party, and this doctrine 
goes the whole length of settiiia up 
those theories of State sovenf-uty'over 
the nation which are made the burnt, of 
the riyht of a State to judge the laws of 
the United States and to secede in case 
she is not content under them, or to 
nullify them wnile remaining a part of 
the Union. 


For the dissenting opinions of Jus- 


tices Field and Clifl'oid declare not only 
that the acts passed in pursuiuueof 
the amendments are unconstitutional, 
but in effect that the ameiidineuts them- 
selves are illegal and void. All through 
the opinions of Justice Field iu the sev- 
eral cases which involve political ques- 
tions runs the declaration of an inde- 
pendence in the several States, which is 
the supreme law of the land over-riding 
acts of Congress and the Constitution. 
He finds this State independence in- 
vaded alike by acts of Congress to cre- 
ate Supervisors of national elections; 
by acts to provide protection of United 
States officers in their duties, or to pro- 
tect Supervisors from violence; by acts 
providing for transferring to the national 
courts cases arising from the acts of 
United States officers iu the discharge 
of duty; in judicial decisions declaring 
that a trial from which any closi of 
citizens is excluded by law from sitting 
us jurors is not a trial by jury within 
the meaning of the law, and so on with 
every act of Congress and every judicial 
decision tending to the protection of 
citizens against oppression by State 
authorities. 
. Thus, so far as the two Democratic 


Justices go, wo have the whole seces- 
sion doctrine of State .supremacy over 
the Constitution seated on the bench of 
the Supreme Court. And we have the 
bold declarations of Democrats in Con- 
gresa that this branch of the court is all 
of it that they respect. By this we be- 
hold that the declaration which they in- 
serted in the platform at St. Louis de- 
claring allegiance to the amendments, 
was meant only to deceive the people, 
and that they are still unreconciled to 
these amendments, and are determined 
to nullify tj«a by all mean*—by sus- 


pending the function* of government, 
by direct legislation, and by judicial de- 
cisions. Sine* this wa» to be, U is bet- 
ter that their nullifying declarations 
hare been made in advance of the Pres- 
idential election, so that the people can 
be forewarned. 


The country will also notice the bear- 


ing of all this on the Supreme Court. 
To say nothing of the easy way by 
which a Democratic Congress and Ex- 
ecutivtjconld make the court Democratic 
by means of adding Justices, the order 
of nature makes inevitable several va- 
cancies before long. With a Demo- 
cratic Executive, a Democratic Supreme 
Court is a certainty. Tho country has 
seen how low a Democratic- court can 
go in making political decisions at the 
command of the patty, The country 
can now see that with a Democratic 
court, the amendments and all the legis- 
lation nnder them will be a nullity, and 
that the doctrines which make State 
secession a right, and the defense of the 
Union a crime, with all their logical con- 
sequences, to be carried out by judicial 
decisions, by legislation, and by execu- 
tive administration. This is the fore- 
warning to the people in view of the 
coming election of President.

His info: • >tion in the premises 
was from the rm-r on the other end 
of the route, vli'i informed him that 
just as the train ,>as leaving Ward a fire 
broke otu in *li j vicinity of Mra. Jack- 
son's place of "•• isiness, which is the 
Postoffice. Tut tire seemed to be gain- 
ing great headway, and tho driver is 
aliuobt certain that it could not be ex- 
tinguished. It originated in the very 
heart of the town. Water is extremely 
scarce in Ward, and the place was en- 
tirely destitute, we believe, of apparatus 
of any kind to combat the flames. It is 
to be hoped most earnestly that the lit- 
tle town wai spared, but we fear the 
worst. If it should prove to be the 
case that a general conflagration took 
place there will be work for our relief 
committee. No doubt such a calamity 
would leave a large number entirely 
destitute.

Still the 
situation has a favorable feature in the 
fact that men of the shrewdest judg- 
ment, who are already heavily interest- 
ed in stocks, are buying, knowing, as 
they do, that prices are much below real 
values all along the lode. 


The present depression bids fair to be 


of short duration. 
The last part of 


next week will doubtless see repairs at 
the Union shaft fully completed, and 
tho season of anticipated activity at the 
north end fairly inaugurated. This will 
enable Sierra Nevada to proceed with de- 
velopments in direcitons where favor- 
able results are both indicated and ex- 
pected, and Union to increase its out- 
put of ore. It will, in fact, infuse new 
life into the entire north end by lifting 
from it the burden of water, which is 
felt more or less clear along to the bo- 
nanza mines, since water from the 
Sieiru Nevada ia now conducted to the 
C. & C. pumps to be raised to the Sutro 
tunnel level.

drill is not yet, probably, far enough 
east on the 3000 level to reach the main 
ore vein, since the winze from the 2760 
level has not been drained by it. In 
freeing the 3000 level of water, an extra 
pump was placed so that everything is 
iu leadiness to handle whatever water 
is encountered by the drill on that level.
